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FROM THE PRESIDENT'S DESK

It’s hard to believe that we are not only halfway through the year already, but we’re also 
halfway through the month of July as well. Where has the time gone? 

| would like to welcome 2 new members to the club; Bob Sapp, KB9ZEP, and his grandson, 
Trevor Attey. Bob brought Trevor to Field Day, and he got to make his first Amateur Radio contacts 
on our GOTA station. | believe that Trevor is planning to go for his Technician license. | hope that 
this is just the beginning of Trevor's Amateur Radio association. 

The Breakfast Club had their annual picnic here in town this past weekend, and I’m sure 
that a good time was had by all. One of these years | will have to make sure that | have the time off 
to be able to go to the picnic, and meet some of the people that | have talked to on the air. Asa 
member of the club, | can say that when I’ve been able to check in, that this is one of the friendliest 
nets, and that everyone was more than willing to help get the 10 contacts needed for membership. 

At last month’s meeting (June), Steve St Clair, KD@UVU, reported about a net that the 
State Department of Health runs on 2 meters, and on 80, and 40 meters. The net runs the 2™ Friday 
of each month for about an hour, and is run out of Jefferson City. The net starts at 8:30AM on the 
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Warrenton repeater (147.330, tone 123.0), and takes check-ins for about 15 minutes. At 8:45AM, the 
net switches over to the Fulton repeater (147.315, no tone) for check-ins, and at 9AM, the net 
changes to 3.963 and begins taking check-ins. During this session the net control station may move 
from 3.963 up to 4.000, depending upon band conditions. At 9:15, the net moves to 7.263, and takes 
check-ins on 40 meters until 9:30. While one of this net’s primary focus is to get hospitals who have 
Amateur Radio capabilities to use and become familiar with them and to possibly get other hospitals 
to install Amateur Radios in their facilities and get personnel licensed to use them, they are also 
looking to establish alternate ways of communicating in the event of a disaster that may overwhelm 
normal means of communications. 

Another state-wide net that meets every evening on 80 meters is the Missouri Traffic net. 
This net operates on 3.963, and starts taking check-ins around 5:15 PM, with the net starting at 5:45 
PM. While the primary focus of this net is the passing of traffic as part of the ARRL’s National Traffic 
System, again it also has the secondary purpose of an alternate line of communication during a 
disaster situation. This net usually runs until approximately 6:15PM, and meets 365 days a year, 
even on Christmas. 

A final state-wide net that | will mention this month, meets every Sunday after the Traffic 
net concludes. This net is designed to work with ARES® in a disaster situation. The net control 
stations for this net are located in various parts of the state, and they have a direct link to SEMA in 
Jefferson City. This net is also designed to act as a relay for out-of-state resources that may be 
coming into Missouri to help with a disaster. This net was activated with the Joplin tornado, and 
helped provide coordination with the responding agencies and groups. 

Each of these nets have several things in common, the first of which being, they are 
directed nets, and follow a strict set of guidelines. In these directed nets, stations must first call the 
net control station for permission to do anything on the net. This includes checking in, talking with 
another station, or even leaving the net. Without this direction, these nets would probably dissolve 
into chaos, with no one knowing who was talking to whom, or if any traffic or messages were being 
passed. Also to be able to check into these nets, at least on the HF bands, you must hold at least a 
General class license. These nets also do provide a public service in times of emergency, and they 
are also a great way to meet, and work with amateur operators who we might not otherwise know. 
Currently myself, Larry, WB2UFO, and Tim, KCORVZ check into the traffic net, and the Sunday night 
ESN, and | know that the net control stations would love to have other operators from this area to 
check in. There are even operators from Illinois who check into both the traffic and ESN nets, so 
come on and join us on the nets.

DX NOTES.... 


Despite the postponement of the Heard Island DXpedition to January 2015, the coming winter DX 
season will include several rare ones. Already well into the final planning stages are groups who will visit the 
following rare spots in late 2013 and early 2014: Wake Island, October 1 -30; Banaba Island November 5 — 
18; and Amsterdam Island January 24 — February 12, 2014. Also, a rumor of a Mellish Reef operation have 
surfaced which would add another rare spot to the list. 

Although Wake Island is a US possession, and has a permanently staffed missile tracking site, getting 
landing permission, and making travel arrangements are the issues these days. In years past Wake was not 
so rare however, in recent times we have seen a decline in the staffing level on the island making ham 
operators among the military a rarity. Tightening of visitor permits from the military authorities who control the 
island, due to tighter security levels, and the lack of visitor facilities have kept DXpeditioners away. Banaba 
Island has a permanent native population, however, there are no operators among them, and getting to and 
from the island is not easy. There is an occasional ship to and from the island, as well as weekly air service. 
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However, earlier groups found that the air service was unreliable, and as it uses older equipment, 
allowing for the possibility of a breakdown. Visitors risk getting stuck on the island without return service. 

Amsterdam Island is in the Southern Indian Ocean and has a very inhospitable climate. Uninhabited, it 
is basically an Antarctic island with lots of ice and snow and a short summer season. Getting there is the issue 
and obtaining landing permission is a large issue. It has been some many years since it was last on the air 
making it one of the top most wanted entities. 


DX NEWS.... 


9G, GHANA. Jeff, W7JVN/9G5AC, and wife Beverly WB7NLY are in Ghana for the next 16 months ona 
missionary assignment. Using an FT817 and a 20M inverted vee they may be hard to hear but have been 
active. QSL via K7JH. 


9H, MALTA. Nakanishi, JJ2NYT, will be active as 9H3N from Malta August 2-5. Activity will be on 40-10 meters 
using CW and SSB. QSL via his home callsign. Also, in a separate operation, Emma, M6JDH, will be active as 
9H3EH from Mellehia between July 22nd and August 28th. No other details were provided. 


ET, ETHIOPIA. Ethiopia resumed allowing Amateur Radio operations May 30, 2011, with the re-opening of the 
Ethiopian Amateur Radio Society station ET3AA. Now a group of 25 has completed a licensing class and many 
of these may soon be on the air as they are issued licenses. Look for the ET3 prefix in coming months. 


OX, GREENLAND. Operators OZ5MD and OZ5BD will be active as OX5M and OX5T, from Sisimiut, 
Greenland for at least the next two years. Activity will be on 40-6 meters using CW and SSB. QSL via OZOJ. 


OY, FAROE ISLANDS - DL3UB will be active holiday style as OY/DL3UB from the Faroe Islands (EU- 
018) from 29 July to 9 August. He will operate mainly CW on 30, 17 and 12 metres. QSL via home call. 


V5, NAMIBIA. UXOHX, UZ1HZ and UT5UY will be active as V5/homecalls from Namibia between August 1- 
8th. Activity will be on 80-10 meters using CW and SSB. QSLs for all three are via UT5UY direct or by the 
Bureau. 


ZD8, ASCENSION ISLAND. Bob, VP8LP is QRV as ZD8LP until August 5. Activity is on 40 to 10 meters using 
SSB and PSK. QSL to home call.
